“We”, some 125 Dallas men and their special 
train, “The Spirit of the Dallas Market”, will 
take off from the Union Terminal Station April 
11, on a tour of friendship into East and South- 
east Texas to spread the gospel of “good will 
toward our customers and come to Dallas for 
your merchandise”. 

The 125 will be costumed in fancy straw hats, 
canes and hiking togs. The other half of the

mNEW situation in the 
® matter of distribution of 
manufactured _ products 
in the Southwest will be 

# created when the mile- 
age scale of rates ordered by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
the Consolidated Southwestern Cases, 
I. C. C. Docket 14880, go into effect 
on May 16. The new structure, based 
on mileage, will be immeasurably 
beneficial to Dallas, located at the 
geographic center of the Southwest, 
with population and buying power 
highly concentrated in its immediate 
trade territory. 

In establishing points of distribu- 
tion, manufacturers divide the coun- 
try into certain logical trade areas, 
each served from a central location 
within that area. One of these nat- 
ural trade territories is the South- 
west—Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. Dallas is situated at 
the center of this area, with a net- 
work of railroads, interurban lines 
and paved highways serving the 
Southwest with maximum speed of 
delivery and minimum transportation 
cost. 


ROTA ESTABLISHMENTS IN THE SOUTHWEST 
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More than 1,200 of America’s lead- 
ing concerns are now maintaining 
branches at Dallas. This number does 
not include several hundred that ship 
carloads to public warehouses and re- 
distribute through those agencies to 
points in Texas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas and Louisiana. The effect of the 
new rates on these branches will be 
threefold. 


Dallas Gains New Territory 

In the first place the new rates will 
make it possible for Dallas branches 
to serve a larger area. New terri- 
tory has been won from St. Louis, 
Kansas City, New Orleans, Memphis, 
and other cities where branches 
might be located. In_ practically 
every case there will be (or should 
be), a reapportioning of territory 
among branches, giving to Dallas 
the territory that has been gained. 


Secondly, those concerns that have 
maintained several branches or ware- 
house connections in Texas will find 
it desirable to concentrate their dis- 
tribution facilities for the entire 
Southwest at Dallas. In the past, 
because the rate to Texas common 


points was the same, it was possible 
to ship carloads to several cities at 
the same identical rate. But inbound 
rates as well as outbound rates will, 
under the new schedule, be on a mile- 
age scale, and this method of distri- 
bution will no longer be practicable. 


In the third place, since the new 
rates are particularly favorable to 
manufacturers located at Dallas, a 
number of concerns that are doing 
a substantial volume of _ business 
through distributing branches at Dal- 
las will find it profitable to place 
manufacturing plants here to pro- 
duce in Dallas merchandise that is 
now being shipped in from a distant 
plant. 


There are now in Dallas a number 
of sales offices maintained by con- 
cerns that have not in the past found 
it profitable to carry stocks here. The 
new rate structure will, in many 
cases, make the carrying of stocks in 
Dallas advisable and even necessary. 
It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to sell merchandise in the Southwest, 
if the customer must wait for deliv- 
ery until shipment can be made from

some distant point. Volume business is 
undoubtedly going to those concerns 
that have manufacturing plants or 
complete stocks in Dallas, and can 
therefore give the kind of service that 
is now essential. 


Distribution from Rim Prohibitive 

Under the new mileage scale those 
manufacturers whose distribution or 
manufacturing facilities in the South- 
west are now located at the rim or 
edve of this trade area will find them- 
selves seriously handicapped; in many 
cases a relocation of these facilities 
will be necessary. Lower cost of de- 
livery of carload shipments to ware- 
houses situated on the outskirts of 
the territory to be served, will be 
quickly absorbed in higher less-than- 
carload distribution costs on mer- 
chandise that must necessarily be 
moved a greater distance than from 
a warehouse situated at the center 
of the area. 

The accompanying maps show the 
strategic position held by Dallas in 
the Southwest under a mileage sys- 
tem of rates. Population, wealth, 
buying power, rated retail establish- 
ments—these are all concentrated 
within a radius of two hundred miles 
of Dallas. A study of these funda- 


mentals, as revealed by maps such 
as are here reproduced, lead inevi- 
tably to the conclusion that no other 
city, under the new rates, is so well 
equipped as is Dallas, not only to give 
maximum speed on delivery of ship- 
ments, but to serve the Southwest at 
minimum transportation costs. 

The Industrial Department is now 
engaged in assisting a number of 
branch managers in the preparation 
of information to be submitted to 
home office officials for the purpose 
of enlarging the scope of local 
branches. Market analysis, freight 
rate information, and similar data 
will be prepared by the department 
for any concern interested in increas- 
ing its territory or enlarging its fa- 
cilities for distribution. With the 
aid of the Transportation Depart- 
ment, an application of the new rates 
can be made in individual cases, to de- 
termine the best means of distribution 
in the Southwest for any given com- 
modity and the territory that can be 
effectively served. A representative 
of this organization will be glad to 
call for a personal conference with 
any interested official, with the 
understanding that all negotiations 


of this character are always regarded 
as confidential.

Cluett-Peabody Returns 

Eleven months after the Dallas 
branch of the Cluett-Peabody Com- 
pany closed its Dallas branch (and 
nine others over the Nation) it re- 
opened it on the eighth floor of the 
Santa Fe Building with a stock of 
merchandise valued at more than 
$200,000. 

F. G. Peabody told the editor of 
“Dallas” that this is the only one of 
the ten branches closed that has been 
reopened. “We saw our mistake and 
corrected it as soon as we could’, he 
said. “The citizens of this city are 
far above the average in progressive- 
ness. They are wide-awake to the 
advantages Dallas offers and the im- 
provements they have planned here 
indicate a desire to allow no obstacle 
to prevent the development of their 
city.

Today they 
have a capacity of about six hundred 
and fifty dozen neckties per week.

Dry-Ice 


Dallas will be the third city in the 
United States manufacturing Dry- 
Ice, a mobile refrigerant, when the 
plant of the Dry-Kold Products Com- 
pany, Inc., is completed about May 1 
on the property of the Liquid Carbon- 
ic Company at 805 McKinney Ave. 


Dry-Ice is a compressed carbonic 
dioxide cooling agent with a tempera- 
ture of 114.5 degrees below zero. It 
gets its name from the fact that it 
is made from gas and upon evapo- 
rating turns into carbon dioxide gas 
leaving no trace. The Dallas plant 
will have a capacity of five tons daily 
with shipments being made to Texas 
and Louisiana points. 


Dry-Ice will be an important fac- 
tor in the movement of Texas fruits 
and vegetables to Eastern markets, 
as it will carry a lower freight rate 
through using one-fifteenth as much 
as water ice. It will also require less 
space in the car for additional reve- 
nue-bearing produce. 


In dissolving, Dry-Ice forms a 
blanket of carbon dioxide that kills 
off animal life and germs that would 
ordinarily thrive in any oxygen con- 
tained refrigerant. Its use has be- 
come so pronounced throughout the 
East that ice cream is now being 
shipped from New York to Cuba. 


Officers of the Dry-Kold Company 
are Claude Kavanaugh, president; 
O. E. Hause, secretary-treasurer, and 
H. A. Benners, vice president. 


The Dry-Kold Company is the sole 
licensee of the Dry-Ice Company of 
New York City. At the present time 
there are only four plants in opera- 
tion, three in New York and one in 
Chicago. The Dallas plant will b2 
the fifth in the United States, and is 
destined to serve the largest point 
of fruit and vegetable origin in the 
country.

Find Adequate Supply That Can be Easily Trained for any Industrial Task—Living Conditions 


IN making their industrial 
survey of Dallas, engi-

soy ace visited a number of in- 

— was dustrial plants in con- 
nection with their analysis of local 
labor conditions. They were repeated- 
ly impressed with what was told 
them by plant superintendents con- 
cerning the efficiency, loyalty and ex- 
cellence of labor available at Dallas. 
Their report states that one of the 
most attractive inducements Dallas 
offers industry is an adequate supply 
of native-white labor, industrious, 
intelligent and easily trained for any 
industrial task. They particularly 
stress the fact that open shop con- 
ditions prevail throughout the indus- 
tries of Dallas, and that the open shop 
movement has the public’s support, 
guaranteeing to industry that good 
labor conditions will continue to pre- 
vail here. With reference to labor, 
Lockwood, Greene & Company’s sur- 
vey says: 

Dallas, a growing distributing cen- 
ter, attracts population from which 
a good supply of unskilled and semi- 
skilled labor should continue to in- 
crease. Industries already estab- 
lished have trained a nucleus of 
skilled workers, among the most im- 
portant of which are mechanics, cot- 
ton mill operatives and garment mak- 
ers. The summary of the 1927 in- 
dustrial census on page fifty-four 
will show the number now employed 
in the principal industrial divisions. 


Excellent—Labor Turnover Low 


The climate and living conditions in 
Dallas contribute to a reasonable 
cost of living for industrial workers 
and, consequently, reasonable wages. 

The population of Dallas and the 
surrounding district from which labor 
could be drawn, when compared with 
the number of industrial workers 
now employed, shows a large surplus 
of white labor, male and female, 
available for new industries. 

The labor census of Dallas, taken 
in August-October, 1927, is sum- 
marized as follows:

The true proportion of skilied to 
unskilled workers may vary from the 
above on account of the various in- 
terpretations of employers who 
answered the questionnaires. The 
number of skilled is considered too 
high in proportion to unskilled and 
should be reduced for the same reason 
that the number of unskilled should be 
increased to account for the semi- 
skilled class.

Dallas with respect to industries as 
well. as to the building trades. Union 
and non-union men work together 
harmoniously. The Dallas Open Shop 
Association*reports that there has 
not been a strike in a Dallas manu- 
facturing plant within the last five 
years. The only labor disturbances 
reported recently are: a carpenters’ 
strike in 1925, a plasterers’ strike in 
1925, and a sheet metal workers’ 
strike in 1926. The longest of these 
lasted fifteen days, and all were set- 
tled amicably. 

Texas labor laws limit the work- 
ing hours of women to 9 hours per 
day, 54 hours per week, in miscella- 
neous industries, and 10 hours per day 
and 60 hours per week in textile mills. 

The working hours in Dallas fac- 
tories average from 48 to 55 hours 
per week.
